A strong wind was blow­ 
ing and her skirt caught fire in the 
back. 
Before she was aware of the 
impending danger 
her 
entire form 
wa s env eloped in flames and her body 
burned almost to a crisp. No one was 
about the place and the woman suf­ 
fered agonizing pain before a ssist­ 
a nce arriv ed. 
The accident prov ed 
fa ta l, the aged woman 
suffering a 
m ost pitiable ending a fter hours of 
torture. 
Mrs. Guy er was fifty -fiv e y ears of 
a ge and the mother of four children. 
Her husband also surv iv es her, They 
hav e frequently v isited in this city at 
the home of their daughter, who liv es 
on the com er of Perkins and Third 
streets, and were here for a few day s 
fiv e weeks ago. 
On being apprised of the accident, 
Mrs. Neutzenhelzer 
hurried to the 
bedside of her mother, and arriv ed 
there some time before she passed 
a wa y .

Florida Newspaper Pays a Glowing 


Tribute to a Former Jackson 


Township Boy.

Of the death of Joseph C. Mere­ 
dith, the Metropolis of Miami, Flori­ 
da says in p art: Mr. Meredith came 
to Miami in tile spring of 1905 to 
undertake the great work of building 
the Florida E ast Coast Railway ex­ 
tension to Key West, over the Flori­ 
da Keys and the 
Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Mr. Henry M. Flagler, owner of the 
road had searched long for a man to 
take charge of thte work, and Mr. 
Meredith seemed to be the man for 
the place. His experience in railroad 
construction work in Tampico, for 
the Mexican Central, -was the last 
work accomplished by Mr. Meredith 
before taking charge of 
the 
con­ 
struction of the ocean going rail­ 
way. 
* 
The gigantic task of 
building a 
railway over the ocean a>t no 
time 
seemed to be too great an undertak­ 
ing for Mr. Meredith and he guided 
the work from the beginning to the 
time of his death. 
He 
gathered 
around him a corps of efficient as­ 
sistants and never once wavered in 
the attem pt to accomplish the work. 
During the past year Mr. Meredith 
had been under treatment for dia­ 
betes, and even though the average 
man would have given up such a task 
he kept at the work of laying the 
path for the iron horse in to Key 
W est until the grip of dearth over­ 
came him. 
If the work did not pro­ 
ceed as rapidly as he wished, no one 
knew of his dissatisfaction 
except 
those on whom he fixed the responsi­ 
bility and they were told in a few 
mild words what would be expected 
of them. He alone earned the weight 
of responsibility for the completion 
of the road and if the burden seemed 
great no one ever knew it. 
About ten days ago Mr. Meredith 
was in the city and in speaking of the 
work, expressed great satisfaction at 
its progress and stated to a Metropo­ 
lis reporter that he expected the road 
to be completed in February of next 
year. 
Deceased was one of the five sons 
of William G. Meredith, a former well 
known fanner of Jackson township, 
who removed to Taylor county, Iowa, 
about 1800.
